Pensioenen alle Nederlanders online: 

De pensioenoverzichten van alle Nederlanders, ook die in 
het buitenland staan nu online. Hier is te vinden wat 
Nederlanders aan pensioen hebben opgebouwd naast 
hun AOW en bij welke pensioenuitvoerder 
(pensioenfonds of -verzekeraar) dit geld zit. Ook wat 
nabestaanden krijgen bij overlijden is inzichtelijk 
gemaakt. Alleen wat mensen zelf voor hun oude dag 
hebben geregeld is niet te vinden op de website. 
Verwacht wordt dat veel Nederlanders Verloren en 
vergeten pensioen’ via deze site terugvinden.

(Maar het blijkt uit de wereld krant dat er aardig wat 
haken en ogen aan verbonden zijn - Editor) 

Elke Nederlander kan sinds donderdag 6 januari op 
internet zien wat voor pensioen hij of zij straks kan 
verwachten en bij welke pensioenuitvoerder(s). 
Nederlanders in het buitenland raken vaak het overzicht 
kwijt. Maar juist voor hen werpt de nieuwe website 
obstakels op. 

De website Miinpensioenoverzicht is het gevolg van 
politieke druk, legt CDA-pensioenwoordvoerder Pieter 
Omtzigt uit. De ruim 600 pensioenuitvoerders die 
Nederland rijk is, kregen in 2006 van de regering de 
opdracht om de burger gemakkelijker toegang te geven tot 
alle relevante gegevens, met ingang van 2011. 

’We vinden het pensioenbewustzijn in Nederland te laag’, 
zegt Omtzigt. Mensen moeten zich tijdig bewust zijn van de 
risico’s die ze lopen als ze niet genoeg pensioen opbouwen. 
’Wij denken dat nu je alles online kunt bekijken, het 
eigenlijk van den zotte is als je daarvoor nog een overzicht 
op papier moet aanvragen.' 

Databases 

Mijnpensioenoverzicht is zelf geen database, maar geeft 
toegang tot de databases van alle 600 pensioenuitvoerders, 
die verenigd zijn in de Stichting Pensioenregister. Ook de 
Sociale Verzekeringsbank doet mee. In de database van de 
SVB vind je de gegevens over de AOW. 

Als je inlogt op de site, zie je het (bruto)bedrag aan AOW 
waarop je recht hebt als je omstandigheden tot je 65e 
hetzelfde zouden blijven. Ook zie je het pensioen dat je 
opbouwt of opgebouwd hebt bij een of meerdere 
pensioenuitvoerders. Tot slot kun je zien hoeveel het 
nabestaandenpensioen van je partner is. 

Een deel van die informatie krijg je nu al eens per jaar in het 
Uniform Pensioenoverzicht (UPO) . Maar 'het is altijd 
spannend als je van alle Nederlanders iets in een ICT- 
systeem vastlegt', zegt Omtzigt. Al zouden ontbrekende 
gegevens volgens hem lang niet zo erg zijn als bij 


bijvoorbeeld een medisch dossier. 

Geen DigiD 

Maar voor Nederlanders in het buitenland is nu al 
duidelijk dat veel relevante informatie ontoegankelijk 
blijft. De belangrijkste reden hiervoor is de login- 
methode die Stichting Pensioenregister - met 
toestemming van de overheid - gebruikt, om de privacy 
van de gebruikers te waarborgen: DigiD . 

Om een DigiD aan te vragen, moet je geregistreerd staan 
in een Nederlandse gemeente. Al kunnen Nederlanders in 
het buitenland van 65 en ouder het bij wijze van 
uitzondering ook via de SVB doen. Maar veel emigranten 
voldoen niet aan de criteria en de frustratie daarover 
loopt al enige tijd hoog op . 

Omtzigt zegt begrip te hebben voor het feit dat het tijd 
kost om voor alle Nederlanders in het buitenland een 
DigiD mogelijk te maken. Bijvoorbeeld met behulp van 
het toekomstige Register Niet Ingezetenen (RNI) . Maar 
hij benadrukt ook dat het hem allemaal lang niet snel 
genoeg gaat. 

Onvolledige AOW 

En er zijn nog meer hiaten voor Nederlanders in het 
buitenland. Voor elk jaar dat ze buiten Nederland wonen, 
wordt hun AOW in principe met 2 procent gekort. Daardoor 
krijgen ze later te maken met een AOW-gat waarvoor ze 
zich eventueel aanvullend kunnen verzekeren: een 
behoorlijk complexe kwestie. 

Maar, zegt Pieter Omtzigt, het aantal onvolledige AOW- 
jaren is door de Sociale Verzekeringsbank lang niet in alle 
gevallen geregistreerd. Vroeger werd daar pas op je 64ste 
naar gekeken. Inmiddels is de SVB bezig met een 
inhaalslag, maar het kan volgens Omtzigt, nog jaren duren 
voordat ze daarmee klaar zijn. 

Ook de 'derde pijler' van de oudedagsvoorziening - de 
vrijwillige verzekeringen waarmee Nederlanders in en 
buiten Nederland een AOW- of pensioengat kunnen dichten 
- zul je op Mijnpensioenoverzicht vergeefs zoeken. Want de 
opdracht van de site was uitsluitend gericht op de AOW en 
het werkgeverspensioen. 

Kamervragen 

De verwarring van veel Nederlanders in het buitenland 
over de verschillende plaatsen waar hun 
oudedagsvoorziening is ondergebracht en de kortingen 
waar ze rekening mee moeten houden, zal dus ook na 
donderdag voortduren. 

Wat betreft het toegankelijk maken van DigiD, heeft 
Pieter Omtzigt inmiddels schriftelijke vragen gesteld aan 
het kabinet. Het niet-ingezetenenregister komt volgens 
hem 'niet van de grond’ en een overzicht van de obstakels 
ontbreekt. 'Het RNI moet zo snel mogelijk worden 
opgezet.'

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Rotterdam - the harbour city

ROTTERDAM: 

Rotterdam is a city and municipality in the Dutch province of South Holland, 
situated in the west of the Netherlands. The municipality is the second largest in 
the country, with a population of 603,425 as of March 2010. 

The greater Rotterdam area is best known as 'Rotterdam-Rijnmond region' contains 
around 1.3 million people (by some standards it rather approaches 2 million 
inhabitants). It forms the southern part of the Randstad, the sixth-largest metropolitan area in Europe, with a 
population of 6.7 million. 

Rijnmond is to be literally translated as The Rhine's mouth’, referring to Rotterdam's location at the end of the 
Rhine-delta and its economic position as Europe's main port) The port of Rotterdam is the largest in Europe. From 
1962 to 2004 it was the world's busiest port until surpassed by Singapore and Shanghai. Rotterdam is on the banks 
of the river Nieuwe Maas ('New Meuse'), one of the channels in the delta formed by the Rhine and Meuse rivers. 

The name Rotterdam derives from a dam in the Rotte river. 


HISTORY: 

Rotterdam is unusual among European cities because most of its historical base was destroyed during WWII. Its 
rebuilding over the years has given it the unique distinction of being the most modem city in Holland. 

Rotterdam’s history dates to the 13th Century when a fishing village 
was built along a small river called the Rotte. A municipal charter 
was granted in 1340 and the area became a prosperous trading area in 
the 16th and 17th centuries. Shortly after, the mouth of the Maas 
River had silted up and trading opportunities dried up as well, until 
canal links with the Maas and the Rhine were built. This gave 
Rotterdam a direct connection to the North Sea and Rotterdam was 
reborn. 

Rotterdam was developing into an industrial and trading power when, 
in 1940, German bombers destroyed its downtown center and harbor. 

Over the years, Rotterdam has rebuilt and its architecture, which is 
unique to Holland, brings many curious visitors to the city. 

It’s considered a cosmopolitan, but urban city, and provides a more 
modern look at Holland than you might find elsewhere. 

There were already population centres around the area of the estuary of the Rotte River in the year A.D. 900. This 
area was part of the region of Holland that belonged to the Holy Roman Empire of Charlemagne, (Carlomagno) and 
later to the German Empire. The feudal system was owned and governed by the most powerful families such as The 
Gentlemen of Bokel, the Voorschoten Family, Cralinghen, Spangen and Mathenesse.

All these nobles constructed docks in the environs of their territories, to 
protect themselves against the frequent floods. Count Floris V (1256- 
1296) ordered the Gentlemen to connect their walls in a single dock to be 
able to protect the full area against the floods. This new dock separated the 
Rotte River from the Maas River. Around this dock, Rotterdam grew. In 
1325, the first harbour (Oude Haven) was built. In 1340 a channel was 
constructed to unite the Schie River with Rotterdam. At that time 
Rotterdam was behind its competitors, Delft and Dordrecht, which were 
more important in commerce and industry. But Dordrecht suffered great 
damages with the great flood of St. Elizabeth in 1421, while Delft, due to 
poor local government, was not able to enlarge its port to help its 
commerce. 


Rotterdam did not have these problems. Its position nearer deep waters was better than its competitors and its port 
was more accessible. After the death of Willem, several battles and confrontations in the zone took place, mainly 
between the Families of the Hoeks and Kabbeljauws. New fortifications were constructed and the city made smaller 
to be able to defend it more easily. In 1490 Burgundy defeated France and the confrontations stopped. Then 
Rotterdam ended the monopoly of the commerce that Dordrecht had.

Even though in 1563 a great part of the city was, once again, consumed by fire, 
commerce continued to grow. In 1572 Rotterdam was once again involved in conflict; 
this time in the 80 years War between the Netherlands and Spain. During this war the 
position of Rotterdam as a centre of commerce was reinforced as it was one of the few 
ports with access to the sea; the growth was enormous at this time and the city 
expanded again. After the war, the walls were demolished and new harbours were 
excavated. This was a period of great prosperity. The trade grew and new institutions 
were created: the Almiralty of Rotterdam (1586), the Dutch East Indian Company 
(1602), Dutch West Indian Company (1621) Company of Merchant Adventurers 
(1635). 

In the XVIII century the population was 50,000 inhabitants. New houses and 
warehouses were built in the city centre. The industries of tobacco, coffee, gin and 
sugar arose. The density of population then started to rise. Wealthy people built their 
mansions in the adjacent towns. Also new factories were constructed in the outskirts. 
The French occupation (1795-1813) brought another period of stagnation in the 


economy. 

The German region of the Ruhr River became industrialized and Rotterdam, due to its 
position benefited, since it was the crossing point of goods between Germany, Great 
Britain and America. Also the exploration of Africa brought a new market to the city. 
The port attracted lots of emigrants. People came looking for work in the fastest 
growing city of Holland. Between 1850 and 1940 the population went from 90,000 to 
600,000 inhabitants. In the centre there was not enough space for this increase of traffic 
and population, and drastic changes were needed. The structure of the city was adapted 
to accommodate this growth. 




Industrial Environment 


Delfshaven was absorbed in 1886, followed by Kralingen in 1895. This growth also 
affected the Feijenoord peninsula to the south. Steam power and mechanization 
increased the port capacity. The Nieuwe Waterweg, (canal) which was finalised in 1872 
gave Rotterdam a direct connection with the North Sea. Rotterdam became considered 
as the first port of Holland, ahead of Amsterdam. During the Industrial Revolution, 

Rotterdam, was known as ’’City of Work”. During this period of expansion, old buildings were demolished to make 

way for new ones. This process continued until the first decade of the 20th 
century. 

World War I brought another recession in the economy of the city, from 
which it did not recover until 1926. Later on the “1929 recession” struck 
the city; poverty and unemployment invaded the city. At the end of the 30 ? s 
the port began to recover but the rate of unemployment was high and the 
standard of life of the working class was very low. 


World War II began. On the 10th of May of 1940 Germany invaded 
Holland. Four days later the Luftwaffe bombers began their destruction of 
R’dam Center after the 1940 bombing Rotterdam. On the 14th of May, in a nonstop 10 minutes attack, the centre 

of the city, Kralingen and its environments were completely destroyed: 
2400 houses, 1200 small businesses, 500 cafes and 70 schools were totally or partially destroyed. 

On the same day of the bombing, the negotiations for the surrender began. Holland signed the documents and the 
following day the Germans occupied Holland. This occupation lasted for 5 years. The city was covered with smoke 
during three days and some fires lasted more than two months. Later on, the city suffered more bombings, this time 
from the allied forces. The heart of the city was gone. 


In 1941 Witteveen designed a plan for the reconstruction of the city but this plan was criticized. 

In 1946 Van Traa adapted this plan from Witteveen, creating his Basic Plan that was accepted by the City Council. 
With this new plan the centre of Rotterdam was connected by great avenues. This plan was more functional, with 
areas for stores and banks, areas for diversion and zones for houses. New harbours for the petroleum refineries were 
created; Botlek (1953) and Europort (1957). In 1973 the port of Maasvlakte was added.

The empty space in the city centre gave a true opportunity for the architects to build a new city from scratch; and 
that's exactly what they did. During the 50’s and the 60's numerous buildings were constructed to fill the empty 
spaces between the houses that survived the attack. This created a peculiar mixture of old and new buildings. 

The reconstruction after the war gave Rotterdam its personal architectural character and at the beginning of the 60's 
Rotterdam became the largest port of the world. Due to the great economic growth between 1965 and 1973, there 
was a great demand for cheap manual labour. This brought a wave of emigrants from the Mediterranean. In 1975 
arrived a big number of emigrants from Surinam, an old Dutch colony. 

Today around 40% of the population of Rotterdam is of foreign origin. Its density of 
population is one of the greatest in the country, 4000 inhabitants per square kilometre. 

Its port, the largest in the world with an annual movement of more than 300 million 
metric tons, is a solid base in the industry of the city and its environs. The 
contemporary history of Rotterdam is a complex one. This modem city is not the same 
for everybody, for some it is a cold and empty place of the post-war period and for 
others, it is a prime example of a multi-cultural, vertical, post-modern city. 

Vibrant, Daring and Alive 

Rotterdam has a reputation in the Netherlands and beyond for its progressive outlook on many areas of urban life, 
from art, music and architecture (for which it is world-famous), to cinema, dance and theatre. Each year, Rotterdam 
hosts numerous festivals, concerts and sporting events including the Fortis Marathon, the International Film Festival, 
the Fast Forward Dance Parade, North Sea Jazz festival, and the exuberant Caribbean Summer Carnival. The 
nightlife in Rotterdam rivals that of Amsterdam’s, with a hip and creative young scene filling restaurants, bars, cafes 
and nightclubs. During the summer, the ‘Beach at the Maas’ is a great place to enjoy the sun with relaxing music and 
food, and a great view on the river and Rotterdam skyline.

Architecture and skyline 

The Erasmus Bridge (1996) is a 790-meter (2,600 ft) cable 
stayed bridge linking the north and south of Rotterdam. It is 
held up by a 138 meters (453 ft) tall pylon with a 
characteristic bend, earning the bridge its nickname 'De 
Zwaan' ('the Swan'). 

Rotterdam has the tallest residential building in the 
Netherlands: the Montevideo Tower (160 m (524 ft)). 
Rotterdam is also home to the tallest office building 
'Maastoren' (164.75 m (540.5 ft)) which houses Deloitte. 
This office tower surpassed the 'Delftse Poort' (160 m 
(520 ft)) which houses Nationale-Nederlanden insurance 
company, part of ING Group as tallest office tower in 2009.

Rotterdam is also famous for its Kubus woningen or Cube houses built by architect Piet Blom in 1984. In addition to 
that there are many international well known architects based in Rotterdam like O.M.A (Rem Koolhaas), MVRDV, 
Neutelings & Riedijk and Erick van Egeraat to name a few. 



The city also houses the 186 meters (610 ft) tall Euromast, which has long been a 
major tourist attraction. It was built in 1960, initially reaching a height of 
101 meters (331 ft); in 1970, the Euromast was extended by 85 meters (279 ft) to 
its current height. 

Rotterdam is standing in the best European Skyline Top together with Frankfurt, 
London, Madrid, Paris, Warsaw, Brussels and Moscow. Over 30 new high-rise 
projects are being developed at the moment, including the 165 meters (541 ft) 
high 'Maas Tower', the 'New Orleans Tower', which will be about 158 meters 
(518 ft) and the Zalmhaven Urban Tower 212 meters (696 ft).

(A Battle Song of the Sea-beggars). 

There is a saying that 'God created the earth but the Dutch 
created Holland. Right through the ages, the Dutch had not 
only to defend themselves against the ravishes of high seas 
and rivers in flood, but also against those claiming 
sovereignty over their traditional homeland. One of the 
great struggles in the history of the Netherlands was the 
fight for freedom from their overlords, the Kings of Spain 
and especially King Philip II (1527-1589). The main 
problem here was religious prosecution and a lesser 
problem the raising of taxes, the so-called 'Tiende 
Penning' (tenth penny). Especially the intolerant attitude of 
the Catholic Spanish and their cruel treatment of those of 
different religious beliefs, caused the free-thinking Dutch to 
rise in revolt. One group of rebels, fled the country and 
went to sea from where they harassed the Spanish and 
gradually became powerful and dangerous antagonists, 
attacking not only the Spanish, but also anyone else who 
came in their way, including their own countrymen. They 
called themselves 'De Water Geuzen' or Sea-beggars. Over 
the years they developed their own traditions and culture, 

singing their songs or sea- 
shanties which were illegally 
printed and spread around. 

The lyrics of the different 
songs were not only a kind of 
newsletter, set to a tune, to 
inform their countrymen of 
the progress of the rebellion, 
but included also those who 
made fun of their enemies or 
their own countrymen. These 
lyrics were tuned to popular 
melodies of the day and so 
were easy on the ear and well 
remembered. At one stage all 
these songs were bundled by 
a printer into one volume 
called 'Geuzen Lieden Boecxken' printed in 1581. Printers 
were found in the main cities of Holland, like Amsterdam, 
Dordrecht, The Hague, Delft, Enkhuizen, Utrecht and 
Haarlem. However the Catholics did not lag behind and 
published songs of their own, pointing out the internal 
divisions of the Protestant Dutch and the sinful lives of their 
protestant ministers. To top it off they set these lyrics to the 
tunes of some mockery songs of the 'Geuzen', thereby 
making sure that they would upset their opponents. The 
idea of turning the opponent's song against him was quite 
popular at the time. In this way the Catholics used the 
Wilhelmus against the Protestants while the Calvinist 
minister and poet Jacob van Reefsen (Revius) used a 
Gregorian Hymn to blacken the Catholic enemy. 

So also the lyrics of the Wilhelmus were set to a popular 
tune of Chartres, which was a mockery against the 
Protestants in France, the so called Huguenots. Therefore 
the lyrics of'Het Wilhelmus' are older than the Chartres 
tune, which percolated into the Republic later on. It was in 
France at Chartres that the leader of the French Huguenots, 
Louis Joseph of Bourbon, Prince of Conde laid siege to the 


Catholic held city and was beaten by them in 1568. The 
Protestant Dutch now turned this mockery Chartres song 
against them, which was set on that very popular tune, into 
a song of defiance against the Catholic Spanish rulers. The 
song has 15 stanza's, the first letter of each stanza in 
sequence reading Willem van Nassau. The lyrics were 
composed in between the years 1569-1572 probably by a 
Dutch person in exile and polished up by the Dutch poet 
and diplomat Philip van Marnix, lord of St Aldegonde, a 
long-time friend of Willem van Nassau, better known as 
Willem van Oranje. 

During the Golden Age, from early 1600, 'Het Wilhelmus' 
was essentially a song of the House of Orange and its 
supporters, the Orangists. The faction of the Republicans, in 
Napoleonic days called the Patriots, were totally opposed to 
the singing of'Het Wilhelmus'. However the Orangists right 
through history prevailed and therefore already from early 
on, the Wilhelmus was sung on important occasions, like 
the Siege of Haarlem in 1573, where most inhabitants and 
their defenders, after a long and heroic defence against the 
Spanish, were raped, plundered and massacred. Prince 
Willem's nickname was 'De Zwijger' (The Silent), not 
because he was so quiet, but because he often kept his own 
council during the many negotiations he was involved in. It 
was in 1581 that the Northern Seven Provinces declared 
their independence from-the Spanish Throne. This was 
called 'The Act of Segregation' (Akte van Verlatinge). 
Prince Willem explained this conflict with King Phillip II to 
the Council of State in this way:-1 cannot approve that 
monarchs desire to rule over the conscience of their 
subjects and take away from them their freedom of belief 
and religion. (Ik kan niet goedkeuren dat vorsten over het 
geweten van hun onderdanen willen heersen en hun de 
vrijheid van geloof en godsdienst ontnemen). 

Hitting back, King Phillip II put a large price on his head 
and called him 'vijand van het menselijk geslacht' (he is the 
pest of all Christendom and an enemy of human mankind). 

After surviving a few 
attacks, Balthazar 
Gerards finally shot him 
at his home in Delft on 
the 10th July 1584. It was 
Johan van 

Oldenbamevelt who 
succeeded the Prince as 
Raadspensionaris of the 
Republic. 

Willem van Nassau was 
born on 24th April 1533 
in Dillenburg in the 
county of Nassau (Germany) as the son of Count Willem 
van Nassau and Juliana van Stolberg. The marriage 
between his uncle Rene of Challon, Prince of Orange and 
his aunty Anna of Lotharingen, remains childless and as 
such Willem was appointed the heir of 'al sijne goederen' 
inclusive the princedom of Orange. Willem up till this time 
was brought up as a Lutheran, but by decree of King 
Charles V of Spain, he had to further his education at the 
Catholic Court of Margareta of Parma in Brussels. There he 
befriended the future King of Spain, Philip II. It was there

that he was learning Latin, French, German, Italian, Spanish 
and Dutch. Willem was a good conversationalist, but 
always spiced his speeches with some German words. 
Generally he was well liked and in full control of himself. 

A great friend, but a powerful opponent. During his life, 
Willem made great use of the printing presses, releasing 
numerous pamphlets to further the Republics future and 
welfare, fighting for their right to be free from Spanish 
harassment. Prince Maurits, his son, became an excellent 
military strategist and powerful 
Stadtholder of the Provinces. 
Trumpets played the Wilhelmus 
when he entered Breda after he 
took it from the Spanish with his 
'turfship' trick on the 4th of March 
1590 and the same again when 
Maurits was received in ’State' in 
Amsterdam in May 1618. When 
Willem V arrived in Schoonhoven 
in 1787 after the authority of the 
Stadtholders had been restored 
again, the church Carillion is said 
to have played the Wilhelmus 
continuously. But as a contrast, 
after the Batavian Revolution, the Wilhelmus was definitely 
out of favour and replaced by Hendrik Tollen's song 'Wien 
Neerlands Bloed in d' Aderen vloeit', which was actually 
the official Dutch Anthem from 1815 until 1932. 

The national anthem is played only once at a ceremony, 
often two stanza's, the first and the sixth and many a time 
the first stanza only; ironically the one stanza rendition only 
might give the impression that the singers have granted the 
King of Spain their lifelong loyalty, quite contrary to the 
whole spirit of the anthem and the original 'Strijdlied van de 
Geuzen'. 

Wilhelmus van Nassauwe 
ben ik van Duitsen bloed 
den Vaderland getrouwe 
blijf ik tot in den dood. 

Een Prince van Oranje 
ben ik, vrij onverveerd, 
den Koning van Hispanje 
heb ik altijd geeerd. 

Mijn schild ende betrouwen 
zijt Gij, o God mijn Heer, 
op U zo wil ik bouwen, 
verlaat mij nimmer meer. 

Dat ik doch vroom mag blijven 
uw dienaar taller stond, 
de tirannie verdrijven 
die mij mijn hart doorwondt. 

The second line of the first stanza of the Wilhelmus is not 
always well understood, being 'ben ik van Duitsen bloed'. 
The Dutch anthem is actual Prince Willem's version of the 
situation at the time and related in the 'ik' form. As I 
understand it, Prince Willem tells us that he is of Duitsen 
bloed (German blood). Others read it in a different way; the 
original writing being of 'Duytschen bloet', could very well 


be associated with 'Dietsen bloet', an archaic term for the 
Dutch and assumed that Prince Willem saw himself as 
Dutch. The last two lines of the first stanza indicate that 
Prince Willem had no quarrel with King Phillip II of Spain, 
but more so against the tyranny of the Duke of Alva. In 
those days it was not common to doubt the divine rights of 
kings. Most probably not everyone would agree. 

Right through the centuries, the Wilhelmus has been 
observed as a uniting song for the nation by those 
supporters of a long line of Stadtholders, Kings and Queens 
of the House of Orange. The United Provinces were not 
always so united regarding their national anthem. Even 
when the erstwhile Republic was transformed into a 
Kingdom by a decision made in the Congress of Vienna on 
the 16th of March 1815, the Wilhelmus was not generally 
accepted as a national anthem. A contest for a National 
Anthem was held in 1815 and a poem by Hendrik Tollens 
'Wien Neerlands bloed in d'aderen vloeit' was chosen, with 
the music composed by J. W. Wilms. However in the 
course of the 19th century 'Wien Neerlands bloed' was 
gradually replaced by the Wilhelmus, especially after the 
Southern Netherlands seceded in 1830. At the promulgation 
of new Acts of Parliament, the Wilhelmus was played, so 
also with the inauguration of Queen Wilhelmina in 1898. 
And here is what 'De Volkskrant' has to say:- The Anthem 
belongs to all of us, but this one sings more the praise of 
Orange than of the nation. The big question is, who owns 
the anthem? Officially when receiving foreign dignitaries, 
the national anthem of their country is played, but what of 
the Dutch National Anthem? Only when I am present, 
declares Queen Beatrix. At present, during the absence of 
the Queen, the relatively unknown 'Mars van de jonge Prins 
van Friesland' is played. 

This is interesting, as it acknowledges the Frisian 
Stadtholder Johan Willem Friso van Nassau-Dietz (1687- 
1711). On the death of Stadtholder (of the Republic) and 
King (of England) Willem III in 1702 who left no issue, the 
title of Orange was transferred to the Frisian branch of the 
Nassau family. It so happened that Johan Willem Friso had 
two children, a boy and a girl and without these, the Orange 
dynasty would have ended long ago. 

And so the Wilhelmus is played only once at a ceremony or 
whatever other event and if possible, it is to be the last 
piece of music to be played. When receiving a foreign head 
of state or emissary, the Dutch anthem is not allowed to be 
played if there is no member of the Dutch Royal House 
present. This is virtually unique in the world as most 
countries play their own anthem and then play the anthem 
of the foreign relation. 

In conclusion I treasure my own opinion of our Wilhelmus, 
an anthem steeped in history and unifying in times of great 
need, brought about by one well spoken and ambitious 
Prince who managed to join together a mix of totally 
different peoples with their own ideas spread over a number 
of provinces which often disagreed in religious and 
economic matters. Without a man like Prince Willem van 
Oranje and his view expressed in our anthem, we might not 
have a country of birth as well known and respected as the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands.
